THE PLAGUE-AID FOR THE SUFFER- 
BRS. 


During the past three, or four days 
the yellow fever, which has now bee 
come epidemic at various points along 
the course of the Mississippi river, has 
spread with singular rapidity. There 
has been a marked increase of cases 
and deaths at both Memphis and 
Vicksburg, and at New Orleans the in- 
crease has been almost phenomenal. 
In the larger cities, however, the rava- 
ges of the disease are neither so terri - 
ble nor so fatal as in the smaller towns, 
where its visitations are infrequent. 
The plague finds such cities as New 
Orleans, Memphis and Vicksburg fully 
equipped to meet it—at least as fully 
equipped as the suggestions of experi- 
ence will admit. They have nurses, 
physicians, organized societies, and all 
the advantages that science can bring 
to bear upon an epidemic. But when 
the fever invades a smaller town—a 
town that is unused to its visitations— 
it finds a condition of things far differ- 
ent. There are no trained nurses, no 
experienced physicians, no relief fund, 
no organizations of any kind to 
aid the sick and suffer. 
ing. There is nothing but demoraliza- 
tion—a demoralization that leaves the 
disease a wide field in which to feed

We know that these are strenu- 
ous and pressing, and it therefore 
becomes the duty of our people to aid 
in relieving the wants of the unfortu- 
nate citizensof Grenada. Their needs 
are pressing and immediate, and what- 
ever relief is extended to them should 
be prompt and active. Individual sub- 
scriptions of even the smallest amounts 
will afford a basis for more substantial 
and organized efforts.

Hie Gets Crushed While Coupling 
Cars_The kflorts to Save Mim—His 


A sad accident of a fatal nature oc« 
curred yesterday afternoon, about 4 o’clock, at 


city, which 
TERMINATED IN THE DEATH 
of Mr. Levi Toles, an employee of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, From the best informa- 
tion that we could gather the accident occurred 
in this mapmer: Mr. Toles was on his way to 
this city in the capacity of flagman on section B. 
of No. 10 freight train, with Conductor Jeme 
Varnell and Engineer Wade Nichols. When the 
train had arri ved at the station above mentioned 
it stopped for the purpose of taking on a car of 
freight. Mr. Toles coupled t e car to the train 
and as he started to come out from behind the 
cars, the train moved off slowly. While coming 
out, his left foot became eniangied 
under the railroad track and he fell. 
The front pair of wheels on the car behind him 
c.me on ard ran over his leg, crushing the bones 
from the 
HEEL TO THE KNEE, 
and mutilating the flesh of his leg terribly. The 
accident was discovered in time to stop the cars 
before the next pair of wheels reached him. 
He was picked up and put into the cab car of 
the train and brought tothecity. The flow of 
blood was very great, and when the train reached 
the city the floor of the cab was covered with a 
perfect pool of blood. When the train reached 
Atlanta Mr Toles, in a perfectly exhausted con- 
dition, was carried to his home, near the West- 
ern and At antie railroad depot, where 
he was laid out upon abed, and Dr T Raines 
summoned to the aseistance of the wounded 
man. Upon investigation it was found that 
AMPUTATION WAS NECESSARY 
as the only means of saving the life of Mr Toles. 
This was done in the most skillful manner by 
the attending physician, assisted by Drs Henry L 
Wilson, D Howell and Frank Gordon. The pa- 
tient was placed under the influence of (ther and 
the limb taken off some distance above the knee. 
When the opperation had been performed, the 
wounded man was taken from under the influ ; 
ence of ether and allowed to regain hi, 
senses. He recovered very rapidly and conversed 
freely with a few friends who were around the 
bed He complained of having cramps in his 
stomach as though he was also injured internally. 
Shortly after this his pulse commenced to beat 
slowly and he showed symptoms of dying. Ev- 
ery effort was made to arouse him but to no 
purpose, and he soon breathed his last. It was 
very evident that the shock wrought upon his 
system from the loss of blood and the internal 
pains from which he suffered intense agony, 
was the cause of his death. Mr. Toles was 
PERFECTLY CONSCIOUS 
up to within a few mioutes before his death, 
and remarked to someone near him that he 
could not live. Mr. Toles was thirty-seven 
years Of age, and lea ves a wife. He had been 
an employee of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road for many years and was well thought of 
by all who knew him. For several years he 
was the driver of NO, 1 fire engine. 

He was an engineer by trade, but for the past 
year or two had been employed as a flagman on 
the Western and Atlantic railroad. He was re- 
garded as one of the most steady and industrious 
employees of the road for whieh he was worke 
ing. 

Mr. Toles leaves a large number of friends 
who mourn his untimely death.

JAMISON THB EVANGELIST. 


He ThitKks the People are Given 
Over to Unrighteousness. 

Jamison, the street preacher, has 
arrived again in this city after an extended trip 
over the line of the Western and Atlantic rall- 
road, the most of which he accomplished on 
foot. From a conversation which a reporter of 
THE CoNsTITUTION had with him Thursday 
afternoon we are inclined to think that our 
weak-minded brother is not at all infatuated 
with the country through which he has been 
ravelling. Hedoes not speak in very compli- 
mentary terms of the residents of Dalton ashe 
Says that they attempted to stone him to death, 
and that he only made his escape by leaving 
the town at a breax-neck speed with fifty men 
following him, who showered his retreating 
form with numberless rocks and other missiles. 
When he arrived at Dalton he made application 
for a church to preach in but was refused, as one 
of the deacons said that he was crasy, and that 
they preferred that he should not preach in the 
city. He determined, however, to say a few 
words on the wing toa party who had gathered 
in front of the National hotel to see him. Mr, 
Jamison says that he opened his services by tell - 
ing the crowd that he was a preacher sent by 
God to preach to them and save siasers. That 
he had also been 

EMPOWERED TO ADMINISTER THE RITES 

of a bishop upon every one that ne saw worthy 
of the title, and in a like manner he couid or- 
dain ministers of the gospel. He told his hear- 
ers in substance that he was dead broke and had 
been put off the train by Sanford Bell, the con- 
ductor, simply because he did not pay his fare. 
Jamison says he placed a curse upon Bell’s head 
for his action in putting him off the train ard 
that the Lord had empowered him to bless or 
curse any man whom he saw fit,and that his 
decision would 
NEVER BS REVERSED 
by any higher court. One conductor who passed 
him free he blessed, and said that the man's 
soul would be saved. He did not give him any 
papers to that effect, however; so the truthful- 
ness of this will remain to be seen in the future. 
The bogus preacher told his hearers that he had 
an unpaid board bill of seventy-five cents and 
that a pawn broker without a soul held his 
watch in soak for fifty cents. 
We have hes authority for stating that when he 
made this announcement relative te the embar- 
rassed condition of his fiuances that a negro 
manin the audience stepped up and handed 
him 75 cents, and thatin consideration of this 
he conferred; the rite of a full fledged bishop 
upon him and gives his appointee the full power 
to confer all rites to which 
A MINISTER OF THAT STANDING 
is entitled. Another of his colored hearers 
placed in his hand 50 cents, with which he was 
to redeem his watch, held by the money chang - 
er. This hearer he, in one stroke of his official 
hand, made a minister to the amount of 50 cents 
worth. Speaking of the hotel proprietors whom 
he had met during his trip from Chattanooga to 
Dalton, he said taat upon those who had fed 
him free he had conferred a biessing. These 
were very few and far between, he said. Upon 
those wno had fed him and charged half rates 


he had 

PASSED A CURSE, 
and on those who had charged him full fare he 
had doubly cursed. 
ln a like manner he had rendered his decision 
with reference to railroad conductors. As he 
closed his talk, a heavy rain commenced falling 
and some one cried out that the speaker was a 
fraud. This cry was taken up, and Jamison says 
he was obliged to take up his effecta, which con- 
sisted of a Bible and a dilapidated weather- 
beated palmetto fan, and light out“ ina hasty 
retreat in the direction of Marietta. He ran or 
walked the whole way to eur pleasant little sister 
city through a pouring rain Hesays that when 
he arrived at Marietta that he was as wetas a 
drowned rat. His Bible he protected fram the 
weather by holding his fan over it; the handle 
of it resting on his shoulder and the fan pointing 
in a horizontal direction—in the direction he 
was traveling. When he arrived at Marietta he 
was met t y sympathizing parties, who said that 
they would lend him a dry suit but that they did

of the debeased and the remains were being pre- 
pared fof burial, it was discovered that Richard- 
son had feceived another bullet in his left leg.

PROPER BURIAL OF THE BODY 
In the pockets of the deceased’s clothes were 
found $26.85, and a fine gold watch, which were 
given to Mr. Sweat, who will make the usual de- 
position of the effects. The remains were yes- 
terday carried to Casey’s burial grounds, about 
five miles from this city, on the road to Marietta, 
where they will be interred. 
The woman who was the cause of Richardson 
loosing his life is one of the most lewd charac- 
ters in our city. She is the motber of a child 
five months old, whose father is Scott Sowers, 
the man who killed Richardson. The murdered 
man formerly guarded convicts for Mr John T 
Grant, at his brick yard ia the rear of Mr Grant's 
Peachtree resivence, Several months ago he 
procured employmert in a similar capacity at 
the Dade county coal mines, and hassince been 
at work there. Oocasionaily he would get off 
for a few days recreation and would come to At 
lanta to spend the time. While here he boarded 
and lodged at Sisa,Shepard’s, which caused a 
great intimacy to spring up between them. This 
intimacy brought up a fit of jealousy between 
him and Sowers,who, as before stated, had 

BEEN ON INTIMATE TERMS 

with Siss. Several quarrels occurred be- 
tween the two men, and Richardson 
sent Sowere a challeuge to meet 
him for the purpose of fighting it out. This 
challenge was never accepted by Sowers, but 
was kept in his pocket until the killing took 
place and was referred to in the short quarre, 
that oceurred previous to the shooting. Sow- 
ers, in all probability has the paper still in his 
pocket. Sowers, it is said, is a desperate char- 
acter, and will be hard to capture. He had on 


his person

when he killed Richardson. His whereabouts 
is not known, but itis thought that he will be 
arrested Very soon, as the sheriff and some 
members of the police are on his track. Those 
who knew the deceased state that he was nat- 
urally quiet and anything but quarrelsome. He 
was well thought of by his employers, and his 
position will be hard to fillatthe mines. He 
was a young man apparently about twenty-five 
years of age. 8
